several English edition* since then 

Gill after a century we need more 
than polemic The trouble fa that, 
while ihere J«e Hlendly hundreds of 
hmiii on the Commune rn French, 
hardly anv has-c beep written in ot 
mxn transbted into English. Of the 
memoirs of participants and observers, 
them b still only Li«agaray’s. classic 
flhtory of ille Commune o/ IS7 /, which 
sinis published in English in ISSfl and 
last reprinted in 1957 (Monthly Review 
Pres*. £5,80) Of the huge mass of 
historical work done across the Channel, 
there it only Ediih Thomas's The IFametf 
Ineendlartrt fpublishwl by Sodeer Sc Wnr- 
biwg in 1957. and already remaindered 
—shall we ever sec Filtth Thpmnt 1 * bio¬ 
graphies of Louis Rossel and Louise 
Michel 7). 

So anglophone* hive to rely on a 
ludicrously tmall mimher or books. 
There is E- S, Mm tin's The Purii Com¬ 
mune, an inicrcstinE short study con- 
centraUng on the soda list mythology 
of the Commune, published in the United 
Slates in If^O and i-eprinted there in 
1057. bul still hard to £d here There 
jr Frank JcllincV.* The Partx Commune 
of 1871. a lively and itirmilatinp study 
conccnlirwtinE on the socialist aspect of 
the Commune, published in England 
In 1937 ant! reprinted in the United 
States in 1955, and now here too 
(Gollancz, £3), This was well known 
to a previous generation as a Left Book 
Club choice, and despite the passage of 
time nod increase in price it i* mill 
cxccllctii value. One drawback h lhal 
IdlineL seldom gives precise references, 
hui he doe* supply n detailed biblio¬ 
graphy This has been brought tip to 
date for the new edition, and there is 
also a new introduction re-cmphniising 
tin- MnraUt bias pnddentally, although 
Tclhnck. says that "obvious mistakes" have 
hiw:n cottcctcd, Ihe referawet to Pemitl- 
lion, Gnkuniu, nnd Kropotkin are still 
obviously mistaken) 

For nil their quaHties, neither Mason 
nor lelllnek baa pictures, and as one

Like so many 
writers on the Commune, he smothers 
us with surface facts, and lake* n third 
of the hook to reach the rising of 
March 18. So while Edwards is now 
the best single source nf information 
we have, though not entirely accurate, 
Jcllinck it still the bra! single introduction 
to the subject; though il H worth adding 
that Eugene SchuJkind ha* just written 
pamphlet —The Farit Commune of 
Itttt (Historical Association, 35p}—■which 
gives a s-try useful summary of ihc 
present state of historingraphical thinking 
on the subject 

Tlie most ilfsappointing thing about 
nearly all these book*, and even most 
French book* on the Commune, is that 
they lire so confined in both space 
and time They pay so mtich attention 
to Parisian municipal politics and French 
national polities, and so little to the 
activity In the districts or the capital 
and the regions of Ibe country—and 
beyond. There was after all fl com 
munalist movement in the streets as well 
os the town halls, in dozens of other 
ifvivns ai w'cll os Paris* for fl long time 
before March 1871 fund a long Eime 
after Mnv 1871, in Spin find Italy Wi 
well ns France.
